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VBT planners to consider 


marijuana dispensary ordinance |

The job of looking into a proposed 
ordinance on marijuana dispensaries has 
been turned over to an ordinance committee 
at the Van Buren Township Planning 
Commission. 

The item was put on the agenda of the 
planning commission’s regular meeting on 
April 22 by VBT Developmental Director 
Jack Knowles. 

He said the township board had put a six- 
month moratorium on marijuana businesses 
in the township until the issue could be 
studied and an ordinance proposed. 

He said the township has to decide where 
such zoning uses are appropriate. He said 
communities across the state are handling 
it in different ways. 

Knowles said the township attorney 
suggested a committee at the board level, 
but this is a land use problem. 

He said the commission has a zoning 
ordinance committee working with 
consultant Patrick Sloane to update the 
zoning ordinance and they could suggest 
the committee divert their attention for a 
while to work on the marijuana issue. 

He said the committee’s use was suggested 
by VBT Treasurer Sharry Budd, a voting 
member of the planning commission. 

“We do think this is a pressing issue,” 
Treasurer Budd said, adding, “There was 
a moratorium in the past and nothing 
happened.” 

Members of the zoning ordinance 
committee are Byron Kelley, Donald 
Boynton, and Joan Franzoi. 

Commissioner Robert McKenna said 
there is a zoning ordinance on private 
clubs. 

Knowles said those are allowed in C-1 
and Industrial zonings. 

“But, is it really a club? A clinic?” 
Knowles asked. “Canton recently shut 
down two medical clinics that had no 
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medical licenses." 

Commission chairwoman Carol 
Thompson said her understanding is that 
within six months they need to come up 
with a written ordinance. 

Knowles said the police and fire 
departments indicated they wanted input. 

In other business at the April 22 meeting, 
the commission: 

* Held a public hearing on the request of 
Ashley Capital for special land use approval 
fora 593,776 square foot distribution center 
at 42000 Ecorse Road, on the north side of 
Ecorse Road between Haggerty road to the 
east and Morton Taylor Road to the west. 
Sue Farr, a neighbor to the project, said 
Ashley Capital got an agricultural permit 
two years ago and cut down trees. Then 
they planted corn and let it rot in the field. 
She said Baskin Robbins, Dunkin’ Donuts, 
and others called to start talks on buying 
their property, but then they called back and 
said McKenna Associates, the township’s 
planning consultants, were going to change 
the zoning from Commercial to Industrial 
and they were no longer interested. She 
said truck docks will be 80’ from their 
property. Tim Sterling said he moved in 
10 years ago and did not know this was 
going to happen. “It could be good for the 
township, but we suffer,” Sterling said. A 
decision on the request will be made at a 
future commission meeting; 

* Voted to recommend to the township 
board rezoning of 51257 W. Huron 
River Drive, next to Rite Aid, from C 
(Local Business) to R-1A (Single Family 
Residential). David Woodard said when 
he bought the home he thought it was 
residential zoning; and 

* Approved the final site plan for 
Sadek Properties to have a drive-through 
restaurant for Dunkin’ Donuts on the 
northwest corner of Belleville Road and 
North I-94 Service Drive. The car wash 
and Quizno’s are being removed.

Update on installation of VBT 
Emergency Alert Sirens 


Frost Law restrictions were recently lifted 
allowing the installation of an additional 
seven towers this past week giving us a 
total of 11 that are completed. 

Two remaining towers left to be 
completed are located near Hull and Bak 
and Tyler and Belleville roads. Power 
service for the existing sites should begin 
next week. The remaining two sites are 
expected to be going in within the next ten 
days. Other equipment to be placed within 
our Dispatch Center is on order and will be 
installed upon its arrival. 

A tentative date of Saturday, June 6, 2015, 
has been set to be our actual first monthly 
test cycle, if all installation goes as planned. 
Our plan is to have the Emergency Alert 
Siren system fully operational before the 
first test. 

Because these Emergency Alert Sirens 
have to be spread out within the township 
boundaries to provide adequate overlapping 
coverage, some may be located in less 
than a desirable area and close proximity 
to some residents’ homes. We apologize 
for any sound disruption and will only be 
testing on the first Saturday of each month 
excluding December, January and February 


and the test duration will be for only one 
minute. Sirens lasting for more than one 
minute will designate an emergency alert 
and for you to take action. 

Locations of all EAS systems will be 
provided by visiting our website at www. 
vanburen-mi.org under Public Safety page. 
There you will find other information on 
how the EAS system works and the system 
protocol for Van Buren Township. 

There will be further information 
disseminated in the following weeks over 
VBT-12, local news media, our township 
website and Facebook page.

VBT Public Safety Director reads 
statement on scheduling of officers 


Atthe beginning of the regular meeting of 
the Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
on April 21, VBT Public Safety Director 
Gregory Laurain read the following 
statement to board members. 

In light of recent articles to our local 
news media regarding practices and 
scheduling of Public Safety personnel, I 
find it imperative that I respond to you and 
our residents on behalf of our Public Safety 
Department. 

It has been past practice for many years 
that the crossed-trained employees are 
able to utilize accrued time off (comp, 
personal, vacation) to work fire department 
shifts. There has been no previous policy 
prohibiting them from using accrued 
time to work for the township in another 
capacity. This practice in the recent years 
has steadily increased due to the inability 
to retain sufficient fire personnel to fill fire 
department shifts. 

The Affordable Health Care Act (AHCA) 
has also restricted the amount of hours 
each paid on-call firefighter can work per 
week causing more open monthly shifts. 
These open shifts create staffing problems 
and because crossed-trained employees 
are already full-time within the township, 
they are not restricted under the AHCA and 
are usually the most available to cover the 
open shifts. 

The crossed-trained employees are 
covered under their respective Collective 
Bargaining Agreements (CBA) to include 
POLC Command Officer, POLC Patrol/ 
Dispatch Personnel and AFSCME, which 
covers the Ordinance Officer. Each cross- 
trained employee is also covered under 
the Michigan Association of firefighter 
(MAFF) CBA. 

No police employees have abandoned 
their full-time position, only schedules 
have been adjusted to accommodate 
both departments. This practice has 
assisted with staffing at the fire stations as 
needed to provide an adequate number of 
personnel in an emergency response. Even 
operating under this practice there are still 
times the fire shifts run short. There is no 
policy or contract violation and certainly 
nothing criminal is occurring. Proper fire 
department staffing has been our focus. 

Over the last year the Public Safety 
Management Team and the Township 
Board have worked aggressively to change 
past practices and reduce costly staffing 
coverage at the fire department. This 
along with negotiating with four separate 
labor unions is the township’s attempt to 
establish best practices. 

Over the last several months, the Public 


Safety Management Team and the Township 
Board have been working collectively and 
have made several changes by revising and 
adopting the following: 

* Resolution 2014-13 May 2014 
(Prohibits any future township personnel 
to be employed in more than one job 
classification with the township.) 

• Successful negotiation of contractual 
language concerning 18-hour Rule with 
POLC  Patrol/Dispatchers in October 
2014. 

* Resolution 2015-07 March 3, 2015 
(Prohibits an employee from using accrued 
time to work for the township in some 
other classification.) 

* Revising current police department 
Secondary-Interdepartmental Employment 
Policy March 5, 2015 (To include the 
18-hour Rule and minimum 6 hours off 
before returning to work at the police 
department.) 

In conclusion: These changes that have 
been initiated are the best practices for 
Public Safety and our community as we 
move forward. Since March 3, 2015, NO 
police employees are allowed to work at 
the fire department while on accrued time 
at the police department. While employees 
are performing police functions, they are 
limited to a maximum of 18 hours of work 
time for the township in a 24-hour day. 

In closing: Several years ago we asked 
our police officer [sic] to help us by cross 
training them as fire fighters to assist in 
filling open shifts on the duty crew. A few 
of them stepped forward unconditionally 
and took on this added responsibility to 
assist with staffing our fire stations. 

Over the years they continued to assist in 
maintaining staffing levels as needed along 
with working their full-time police job. 
Now some of these same officers are being 
portrayed negatively by people, because of 
the number of hours they have worked for 
the township. 

Though some may not agree with our 
past scheduling practices, these crossed- 
trained employees worked within the 
parameters of the policies and collective 
bargaining agreements of the police and 
fire departments and provided public 
safety service for both departments and 
for our community. They are all dedicated 
professional employees who safeguard our 
community.

VBT Director Knowles resigns as of May 22

Recently VBT hired a deputy director to 
assist Knowles. Darryl Fecho was approved 
for a full-time salary of $62,400. 

Knowles did not tell the /ndependent why 
he had resigned, but an inside source said 
Knowles submitted a letter to Supervisor

sumpter Twp. to 
consider rules for 
target shooting 


A 30-year resident of a farm in Sumpter 
Township told the Sumpter board at 
its meeting Tuesday night that firearm 
shooting has started again — and it usually 
lasts all summer. 

She said the other day there was gunfire 
all day long. 

She recalled in 2000 their horse was shot 
and killed in a meadow where children 
played. She said she talked to Police Chief 
Brown at the time who she said told her 
a girl had been shot and killed inside her 
home in Sumpter Township through the 
window or wall by what was apparently a 
stray bullet. 

“Two killings are enough,” she said. 

Township attorney Rob Young said he, 
Police Captain Luke and Chief Pierce have 
been working on an ordinance for target 
practice shooting. 

“We are aware of some of the complaints 
that come in," Young said. ^We have some 
drafts to pass around." 

When the woman asked if the township 
would take public input, Young said that 
was a good idea. He said they'll get a draft 
prepared and then have a public hearing. 

"People are passionate about the right to 
own guns," said Supervisor John Morgan. 
"But, safety is important." 

This is sure to be another controversial 
subject in the township and the public 
hearing on any rules for any guns should 
be packed with those on both sides of the 
issue.

George Phifer, who was a candidate for 
chief of police in Sumpter Township in 2004, 
has been named Director of the Huron- 
Clinton Metroparks. The announcement 
was made April 9. As Director, Phifer is the 
chief executive officer and is responsible 
for the day-to-day operations of the Huron- 
Clinton Metropolitan Authority. 

In May 2004, the Sumpter Township 
Board chose as chief Melvin Turner, a 30- 
year veteran of the Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department. There were 28 candidates 
for the position at the time and that was 
pared down to four. Besides Pontiac Police 
Captain Phifer, the other finalists for chief 
were former VBT Public Safety Director 
Mark Perkins and VBT Officer Roy 
Schroeder. 

The position had been vacant for a year 
after a previous board fired Police Chief 
Eddie Womack. 

Then, Chief Turner got James Pierce hired 
as his second in command. Pierce also had 
30 years of experience with Detroit PD and 
Wayne County Sheriff's Department. Then, 
when the board forced Turner to resign, 
Pierce became chief. Turner sued and won 
a $100,000 out-of-court settlement. 

Now things are calmer in the Sumpter 
PD. Eric Luke, who came up through the 
ranks, is second in command and is being 
groomed to be chief when Pierce retires. 

That was the recent history of the Sumpter 
Police Department brought to mind by 
George Phifer’s promotion at the HCMA.

Sinking Fund vote 
important to our schools 


To the Editor: 

A state-wide Special Election on May 5, 
2015 is being held for residents to vote on 
Proposal 1. Vote your conscience on that 
issue. 

However, the second proposal directly 
concerns our residents in Belleville, 
Sumpter, and Van Buren Township, which 
is the renewal of the Sinking Fund. 

We currently are being taxed on 1.13 mills 
for 7 years from 2008 through the spring of 
2015. The renewal of the sinking fund will 
not increase your property taxes. 

This issue is personal because during the 
period that I was a trustee on the Van Buren 
School Board, we were in deficit and every 
penny and every dollar had to be stretched. 
The board was under review by the State of 
Michigan and the plan that was submitted 
had to be adhered to or the state had the 
option to take over the school district. 

A Sinking Fund is a pool of money 
specifically used for public school districts 
to make needed repairs on school buildings, 
acquire technology, and provides for the 
installation of that technology. These 
funds are used in lieu of taking money 
out of the general fund. In addition, 
through the Michigan Department of 
Treasury technology is defined as wiring 
and materials (software) for installing 
technology but not equipment such as 
computers. 

One of the safeguards that is required 
by the state is an audit of the Sinking 
Fund every year. This audit is sent to the 
Department of Treasury. If any funding is 
misused, whether intentional or not, the 
school district would forfeit any additional 
millage revenues and would have to pay 
back the funds with penalties attached. 

On the website of Edgemont Elementary 
School the “Our Sinking Fund Renewal 
page" the following projects are slated for 
the 2015-2017 school year: 

* HVAC upgrades at Edgemont, 
Rawsonville, Savage, and Tyler 
Elementaries 

* Exterior signage completion at

• Savage & Tyler interior lighting upgrade, 
exterior doors & windows replacement 

* Bathroom renovations, parking lot and

Post Office Food Drive 
coming Saturday, May 9 


To the Editor: 

The National Post Office Food Drive is 
coming to our community soon. Every year 
on Saturday of Mother's Day weekend the 
National Letter Carriers, aka your local 
mail man/woman, have their food drive to 
support your local food pantry, aka the First 
United Methodist Church Food Closet. 

This year the annual food drive will be 
held on Saturday, May 9. This wonderful 
program began 23 years ago and has grown 
into one of the largest one-day food drives 
in the country. Last year over 72 million 
pounds of food was collected and over the 
years since 1993 over one billion pounds 
of food has been collected by the letter 
carriers. 

You can be a part of this national event 
simply by putting a bag of non-perishable 
food items out by your mail box on 
Saturday, May 9. Your letter carrier will 
pick up the food, deliver it to the Belleville 
Post Office to be weighed and then the 
food will be transported to the First United 
Methodist Church. There it will be sorted, 
packaged and stored until it is distributed 
back into the community. 

The Food Closet distributes food 
every week on Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Thursday from 10 a.m. to 1 p.m. to folks 
in need. Our clients have received referrals 
from the Salvation Army, Community 
Care Service, or many of the other social 
agencies in the local communities of Van 
Buren Township, Sumpter Township and 
the City of Belleville. The Church has had 
a food closet since 1984 and has served 
thousands of people since first opening its 
doors. 

You can help the mail carriers help the 
food closet and help feed those in need in 
our community simply by remembering to 
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set your bag of non-perishable food out for 
collection on Saturday, May 9. 

Some of the food items most frequently 
packed are: canned vegetables, canned 
fruit, Mac & Cheese, tuna, canned chicken, 
pork & beans, soup, Rice-a-Roni, canned 
spaghetti sauce, peanut butter, jelly (plastic 
container), boxed potatoes and cereal.

A proposal to amend the State Constitution to increase the sales/use tax from 6% to 7% to replace and supplement reduced 
revenue to the School Aid Fund and local units of government caused by the elimination of the sales/use tax on gasoline 
and diesel fuel for vehicles operating on public roads, and to give effect to laws that provide additional money for roads and 
other transportation purposes by increasing the gas tax and vehicle registration fees.

Shall Van Buren Public Schools, Counties of Wayne and Washtenaw, State of Michigan, create a sinking fund for the purpose of 
construction or repair of school bulldings and the improvement and development of sites and for any other purpose which may be 
authorized by law, and be authorized to levy not to exceed 1.13 milis ($1.13 on each $1,000 of taxable valuation) for a period of seven 
(7) years, 2016 to 2022 inclusive? This levy would renew the sinking fund levy previously authorized by the voters in 2008 for an 
additional seven (7) years. It is estimated that the revenue the school district will collect if the millage is approved and levied in the 
2016 calendar year shall be approximately $1,715,961 from the local taxes authorized in this proposal. A portion of the revenue 
collected may be subject to capture by the Van Buren Township Downtown Development Authorily.

School Board clarification 

On page 13 in the April 23 edition, we 
published a story "James Williams gives 
school board update on bus garage fire" in 
which School Supt. Van Tassel is said to have 
said it is all right to have the first reading 
of a change to a board policy on bullying in 
a work study session, since the second and 
final reading would be at a regular meeting. 
We wrote Van Tassel said that was good 
enough. 

The superintendent’s assistant, Pam 
Johnson, sent an email saying, “Someone 
brought to my attention ...” that we quoted 
the superintendent. (She doesn’t read the 
Independent and doesn’t let it into the 
administration building because she finds it 
too negative to Van Tassel, so she couldn’t 
have read it herself.) 

Johnson tried to clarify that under Board 
Policy the first reading may be done at any 
meeting, “as there is no action taken, but 
that adoption would take place at the next 
regular meeting.” 

She said he said the board has handled first 
readings in this manner before. She referred 
to a section in the board Bylaws and Policies 
that said a first reading may be done at any 
meeting. 

The reason I asked at the meeting if this 
was right, and even included it in the story, 
was because in my 60 years or so of covering 
municipal and school board meetings 
I’ve never seen a first reading taken in a 
workshop. Workshops have always been for 
discussing matters but not for taking action.

Director Knowles explained that this hearing 
was the first of two Public Hearings required 
under PA 188 of 1954, as amended, for the 
creation of the Venetian, Jeanette and Dewitt 
Road Improvement Special Assessment 
District. Petitions were filed by property owners 
representing over 72% of the linear foot frontage 
of the roads, with the Township, indicating 
the desire to participate in a special program 
initiated by Wayne County called a “Partnering 
Initiative for Local Roads”. The County has 
proposed to pay 80% of the construction funds 
for improving these roads. The Township will 
agree to loan the balance of required funds 
to the Special Assessment District to match 
the required 20% local funding necessary to 


construct the project. The funds will be repaid, 
with interest, by the property owners through 
collection of an annual Special Assessment. 
Notices of this Public Hearing were published 
in the newspaper of record and mailed to 
each property owner of record as required. 
Road improvements will be engineered and 
inspected by the Township Engineering firm 
of Wade-Trim. The purpose of this hearing 
is to accept public input on the creation of 
the district, the properties to be included and 
the project in general. Total estimated cost of 
construction is $684,814. The total proposed 
to be paid by the property owners through the 
Special Assessment District is $131,309. Each 
tax parcel is proposed to pay on equal share or 
1/46th of the total cost. 

Resident commented that these roads are 
in desperate need of repair, welcomed the 
opportunity to participate and thanked the 
Board for their assistance in the process. 

Budd moved, Hart seconded to close the Public 
Hearing at 7:33 p.m. Motion Carried. 

PUBLIC COMMENT: Resident commented 
on New Business item #5 [To consider whether 
or not to contribute additional funds towards the 
bond refinancing for the Local Development 
Finance Authority (L.D.F.A.) Tax Increment 
Refunding Bonds, Series 2015] and urged 
the Board not to put money down because 
the reduction that would be achieved was not 
significant and funds may be needed unforeseen 
issues in the future.

Gonczy’s was 
the lowest bidder and has performed exemplary 
service to the Township in the past. Included in 
the contract is trimming of shrubs and weeding 
of the senior garden at no charge. Budd moved, 
Hart seconded to approve Resolution 2015-11 
the Alliance of Downriver Watersheds amended 
by-laws. Motion Carried. The by-laws were 
amended to integrate streamlined practices, 
modified customs, and allow for voting practice 
changes.

(Dunkin’ Donuts) for Special Land use approval 
for a drive-through restaurant at the BP Service 
Station, 10950 Belleville Rd. Motion Carried. 
The car wash will be removed, Quiznos will be 
eliminated and a Dunkin’ Donuts drive through 
will be incorporated. 

Supervisor Combs read a short narrative 
regarding refinancing of a portion of the bonds 
associated with the Visteon project. In her 
narrative she pointed out the opportunity for the 
Township to save nearly two million in interest 
charges; that both the LDFA and the Board have 
approved the refinancing; that discussions and 
informational meetings have occurred and that 
the benefits of a down payment include: (1) 
paying down the overall debt, (2) pushing the 
shortfall out to 2020, (3) when facing Visteon in 
court we would be able to show we dideverything 
possible to mitigate our damages and, (4) it was 
stated to the Township that we may find it more 
difficult to sell the bonds at a desirable rate if 
we do not make a payment up front. Supervisor 
Combs stated she favors 1111a down payment 


because she believes it is the Board's duty to 
seize the opportunity to decrease the amount 
of interest paid on the overall debt and that the 
Township would likely secure a better interest 
rate on the re-financing. Budd moved, Miller 
Seconded to not contribute any additional funds 
for the refinancing of the Local Development 
Finance Authority tax incremental refunding 
bonds, series 2015. Board members discussed 
the following in consideration of not approving 
a down payment: (1) a down payment would 
cut reserves in half, (2) reducing the reserves is 
too high a risk, (3) saving the money allows the 
Township to address the needs of the community 
while working on a plan “В”, (4) the savings do 
not outweigh the risk, and (5) if we give up the 
money and something happens we have nothing 
left to fall back on.

Lifelong Belleville resident Bettie 
Thurston celebrates 95" birthday 


Bettie (Wilson) Thurston, lifelong 
Belleville resident, recently celebrated her 
95th birthday. 

She was born April 28, 1920, at home, 
which was located behind what is now 
Chase Bank. She was the youngest of seven 
children. Her mother, Florence, was from 
England. She passed away of pneumonia 
when Bettie was three years old. 

Her father, Henry Wilson, owned a 
blacksmith business behind the library. 
Their property stretched from Roys Street 
to High Street. Mr. Wilson sold this property 
to the City of Belleville in 1955. 

In 1929, the stock market crashed when 
young Bettie was nine years old. Her father 
lost all his money, and at times, earned 
just 65 cents a week! She recalls growing 
up during those painful years of the 
Depression, when everything was scarce, 
and you valued what little you had. 

She shares the story of how in 1924, 
Detroit Edison widened around the Huron 
River, also known as the Flats, into the 
Belleville Lake we all enjoy today. During 
winters, ice chunks were carved out of the 
lake, and stored amid straw at a local barn; 
as ice boxes were used in those days. 

She remembers standing on the corner in 
1928, watching as Main Street was paved. 
At that time, Main Street consisted of little 
more than CF Smith Store, the Movie 
Theatre, and a Hotel, which served a lunch 
for 25 cents. She later observed as it burned 
down. 

The mode of transportation to school 
in those days was horse and buggy. School 
lunches were 10 cents and consisted of a 
bowl of soup and a hamburger bun. No 
meat, just the bun. 

Bettie recalls working at the Belleville 
Movie Theatre as a teen, where she earned 
50 cents a night. She remembers the 
excitement when Shirley Temple’s “The

Little Princess" movie came to town. Of 
course, back then, tickets were a whopping 
20 cents for adults and 10 cents for kids. 
She graduated from Belleville High 
in 1936 and shortly after she began 
employment at the Belleville Post Office, 
where she earned $52 a month. She married 
Donald Thurston, also from Belleville, 
in 1943. They enjoyed 67 years together, 
before Donald's passing in 2010. They had 
one son, Roger, who resides in Belleville, 
as well. 
Bettie has a sister who is currently 98 
years old.
